Mark Vande Hey, 19, son of 
Mr. and Mrs. Ernest Vande 
Hey, 1600 Lawe St., Kaukau- 
na, one of 90 soldiers flying 
from Wake Island to Vietnam 
recently. In a letter to his 
parents Vande Hey indicated 
all 90 soldiers had lost all 
their personal effects includ- 
ing radios, cameras and cloth- 
ing.

The 
International and GMC trucks 
met specifications but the 
FWD truck did not. Instead of 
tandem drive rear wheels it 
has front wheel drive and only 
one set of rear drive wheels, 
Fred Grunwald, county high- 
way commissioner, explained. 


"I know FWD makes a 


truck that would have met our 
specifications — because we 
have purchased them in the 
•past." Grunwald said. 


Besides not meeting specifi- 


cations, the FWD truck was 
priced $3,707 more than the 
next highest priced truck. But 
it was still purchased because 
it was manufactured in Wau- 
paca County, Grunwald said. 


A Jan. 12 editorial in the 


Clintonville newspaper ques- 
tioned the county's purchase 
of two non-FWD trucks and 
said it could not be a matter 
of price because FWD is 
competitive. "This is far from 
the truth," Grunwald said, 
pointing to thhe $3,403 price 
difference. 


The International and FWD 


trucks not only had the same 
load carrying specifications, 
but also identical model 450 
International engines, Grun- 
wald said. 


The highway department is 


presently o p e r a t i n g 116 
trucks, 70 of them from FWD. 
Of the 46 non-FWD trucks 


only 11 are of the type that 
could be furnished by FWD. 


"Waupaca County has more 


FWD trucks on the road today 
than any of the neighboring 
counties," 
Grunwald 
said. 


"We have always favored 
FWD when truck purchases 
were made but it is also 
necessary to look out for the 
taxpayer when purchases are 
made." 


Editorial Critical 


The editorial also claimed 


that lack of service could not 
be a reason for not purchas- 
ing the FWD trucks because 
FWD is less than 45 minutes 
away 
from any point in 


Waupaca County. Parts can 
be obtained as quickly for 
FWD trucks as for any model 
on the road, the editorial said. 


Grunwald 
said, however, 


that FWD maintains only a 
small parts inventory at Clin- 
tonville. Most parts must be 
obtained from a Minneapolis 
firm. 


Recently, he explained, an 


FWD truck body was dam- 


aged in an accident. The 
Minneapolis firm quoted a 
price of more than $1,000 for 
a new body. Delivery could 
not be made for 60 to 90 days. 
The International body is 
identical to the FWD body 
and when a quotation was 
requested from that firm, the 
price was less than $850, and 
delivery time was only three 
days, Grunwald said.

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How fo Win the War in Vietnam 


Some weeks ago we facetiously suggest- 


ed that the way to win the war in Vietnam 
was to remove all the Vietnamese to a 
distant place so that the United States 
wouldn't have so much internal interfer- 
ence with the fighting. Now it appears that 
we are doing just that only on a so far 
limited basis. 


The Iron Triangle above Saigon has 


been a major source of Viet Cong strength 
for 
at least 
a decade. The area 
is 


undermined with vast networks of tunnels. 
Above ground the Viet Cong apparently 
have the sympathy of the majority of 
villagers or at 
least their 
allegiance 


through fear. Operation Cedsr Falls, a 
major offensive drive by the United States 
to wipe out Viet Cong control of the area, 
began some days ago. It has to wipe out as 
well the villages where the Viet Cong hole 
up or get sustenance. It has to destroy the 
food of the area and in effect adopt a 
thorough scorched earth policy. 


Obviously 
the 
only way 
to do 
so 


without major civilian casualties is to 
remove the civilians. The villages are being 
systematically evacuated and then destroy- 
ed. The peasants and their livestock are 
taken to relocation areas where presuma- 
bly they will be out of touch with the Viet 
Cong. And of course it is hoped that this 
particular pacification program can be 
accomplished without too much bitterness. 


Quite obviously the move, however 


important from a military angle, can be 
effectively used to convince a lot of 
Vietnamese that the Americans are indeed 
merely the colonial successors to the 


Japanese 
and 
th« French 
who have 


controlled them in the past. 


It may be that friendly American 


action, like the rebuilding of a village 
destroyed in December by the crash of an 
American plane, will heal the psychologi- 
cal 
wounds 
caused 
by 
the 
original 


destruction. Certainly the American mili- 
tary in Vietnam are constantly reminded 
that the country belongs to the Vietnamese 
and that the Americans are merely guests. 
But as reported by Robert Sherrod in Life 
magazine, the reaction of the American 
G.I. seems to be a growing contempt for 
the Vietnamese, their "mandarin" govern- 
ment and their casual efforts to exploit 
American aid for their personal profit. 


Sherrod's point of view, much like that 


expressed some months ago by New Yorfc 
Times reporter Neil Sheehan. is that there 
is nothing to do but keep on "hoping that 
a merciful Providence will show us a way 
out." 


Such miracles are few and far between. 
It is interesting that the insistence by 


the United States that the Viet Cong could 
not survive without the help of North 
Vietnam seems to be somewhat modified 
by recent news reports. The Iron Triangle 
is supposed to be almost solidly behind the 
VC for one reason or another. Quangnam 
province, further north, also is supposed to 
be in this condition. The Mekong Delta, to 
the south, is now described as a VC 
stronghold. What are we going to do when 
we run out of relocation centers for the 
peasants in 
a 
country 
which has a 


population of 600 per square mile? 


That island idea appears more feasible 


all the time. 


Are V¥e Unbiased About Mus/c? 


Music is considered by many persons to

Trouble With the Czechs 


Last fall a naturalized American citizen 


named Vladimir Kazan-Komarek was re- 
turning from a trip to Moscow on a Soviet 
plane. Instead of the non-stop flight to 
Paris that the plane usually made, it set 
down in Prague and Mr. Kazan-Komarek 
was arrested by CzechoslovaMan police 
and charged with complicity in the killing 
of a Czech police official in 1948. 


Quite obviously there was complicity in 


the re-routing of the plane although the 
Russians have insisted the surprise landing 
was made for "technical" reasons. Now the 
United States is retaliating by refusing to 
issue visas to Czech businessmen, scholars 
and artists so the Czechs are angry and say 
they will go to Western Europe instead. 
United States officials say that at issue is 
the right of the government to protect its 
own citizens and that the re-routing of the 
plane and subsequent arrest was a flagrant 
violation. Actually at issue is not so much 
the right of a foreign government to arrest 
and try an American on" as serious a 
charge as murder. It was the way in which 
it was done that has caused the uproar 
particularly at a time when efforts are 
being made to improve relations between 
the United States and Eastern Europe. 


But the Czechs have some grievances of 


their own and they are corning out during 


this particular unpleasantness. The Ger- 
mans looted S22 million worth of Czech 
gold during World War n and it was 
recaptured by Allied forces. But while 
England and France have agreed to return 
the 18 tons, the United States has blocked 
the arrangement. Then an American firm 
sold a steel mill to Czechoslovakia in 1947 
for S17 million which was paid. But before 
delivery the Communists took over in 
Prague and the United States Government 
refused permission to complete the deal. 
The mill was resold to Argentina for S9 
million and that amount was sent to 
Czechoslovakia but the remaining S8 mil- 
lion has been kept by Washington to be 
applied to settlements of claims of Amer- 
ican 
companies and 
individuals 
whose 


property was seized and nationalized by 
the Czech Communist regime. 


Since Communist governments notori- 


ously have refused to accept responsibility 
for debts incurred by previous regimes, 
the latter action by the United States 
seems reasonable. But we certainly appear 
to be going in two opposing directions in 
refusing to allow the gold to be returned. 


Czechoslovakia is probably the most 


rigidly Communist of all the Eastern 
European nations. Whatever happened to 
those freedom-loving people we heard so 
much about during World War II?

mercy of events, the victim of 
natural circumstances.

tion. The great inventions of 
the past were mechanical — 
new machines and devices and 
instruments for altering (and 
sometimes bettering) our ma- 
terial way of life.

things?'' More to the point 
today — what are all these 
things going to do to us? 


An automated, computeriz-

century 
is 
over 
— is 
a 


different universe from that 
we have ever known before. 
Space and time are different, 
social relations are different, 
work and education are differ- 
ent, marriage and leisure are 
different, standards are differ- 
ent 


These vast differences call 


for 
social invention of 
the 


most drastic and imaginative 
order. Try to imagine flying a 
new jet plane with the instru- 
ment panel and fusilage of a 
1920 biplane; it would be sheer 
disaster, for the engine would 
be flying the pilot, and not the 
other way around. 


Our technologv cannot be 


allowed to "fly"' our social 
order: rather, we must devise 
adequate controls and naviga- 
tional systems to tell it where 
we want it to go, and hew we 
want it to get there. We need 
the sort of social invention 
that can cope with the new 
technical forms, 
in 
human 


If rms. for the social processes 
of 
the past are 
hopelessly 


outmoded. War. for instance, 
is a fatal anachronism in the 
modern world. 


How can we deal with the 


new conditions produced by 
our scientific genius? Almost 
addressing

basic problem; and to those 
few 
who are, 
no one is 


listening. As the plane gathers 
momentum, it gets more and 
more out of control — while 
the pilot is inviting the pas- 
sengers to admire the scenery.
